He 
had exhibited the highest mental traits 
and had'residered great service in Con- 
gress tor isany years and as Governor of 
Ohio had proved his ability for difficult 
executive duties and all his life had been 
a faithful, active Republican.

13, the citizens of Brattleboro, Vt., enter- 
tained the Poemntuck Valley Memorial 
association and representatives from tbe 
Pilgrim society of Plymouth and-of the 
Fort Massachusetts Historical society of 
this city, besides a large number of die. 
tingrrti bed guests. 


The visitors from our home, society left 


on the 7.23 train and arrived on the site of i 
Fort Duramer, one mile south of Brattle- 
boro about ten o'clock. The site is beau- 
tifully situated in the large yard of what 
was long known as the Brooks farm, now 
the Putnam farm, close upon the sloping 
banks of the Connecticut river. 


The situation and physiognomy of the 


fort was marked out in a most impressive 
way by means of numerous white posts 
and white tape, showing the exact posi- 
tion of the "citydale" and tbe "province 
houses, cannon mounted." 


Here a company had already gathered 


to meet and introduce all comers, and one 
of the most delightful features of this 
memorable occasion was the hour spent 
beneath the broad, spreading maples, ex- 
changing courtesies and greetings, study, 
ing the features of the fort, sitting or 
standing at pleasure IP pleasant inter- 
course. About 10.30 twenty members of 
the fine Brattleboro Wud arrived, and 
soon after we all formed in procession and 
marched to the music of the band up to 
the street and across the road to the Hunt 
farm, formerly the Dummer farm, where 
as

apple 


orchard with its level carpet of green 
and its large branching trees, an enchant- 
ing scene was presented. The speakers' 
stand was erected in the center, with 
seats grouped all around, leaving a hollow 
square for the musicians, and all along 
dowu the shady vistss stretched long, at- 
tractive tables, soon to be most sumptu- 
ously spread, while gayly dressed women 
and children were walking about or gtb- 
ting seated to enjoy the exercises of the 
program. 


The edge of the grove at the foot of a 


lovely wooded hillside was lined with a 
long array of horses and carriages. The 
leading men of Brattleboro, among whom 
were General Elates, Mr, Hawley, Dr. Hoi- 
ton aud Mr. Jenne of the Sons of the 
American Revolution, seemed to have 
dropped all thought of business for the 
day and were everywhere about, making 
guests happy and by their courtesy con- 
tributing largely to the great success of 
the celebration. After music, Mr. Thomp- 
son ,v ice president of the Focumtuck Val- 
ley Memorial Association, speaking with 
deep regret of the absence on account of 
illness of the Hon. George Sheldon, presi. 
dent of the association, congratulated the 
company on the perfect day with its de* 
licioua breezes, and on the magnificent 
preparations that had been made for our 
entertainment under the auspices of the 
Brattleboro chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution and the resident 
Sons of tbe American Revolution.

guoge tbe scenes of the past around Fort 
Dummer aud the peaceful and charming" 
scene of the day, he welcomed us in the 
name of those old patriots and in mem- 
ory of those whose lives were there sacr> 
fied In defense of country. 


The response from Hon. Geo. Sheldon 


was read by his niece, Hiss Arms. This 
beautiful address was so lull of noble 
description, history and anecdote tbat we 
hope the readers of the TRANSCRIPT may 
have au opportunity of seeing at least 
Borne portions of it at another time. 


Dr. Geo. Leou Walker of Hartford gave 


the historical address. 
He began by 


speaking of th« difficulty, amid these 
smiling fields on this peaceful day, of 
realizing the terrible anxieties, dangers 
and conditions of our forefathers that 
compelled them tj build a- fortre.sa here, 
and tbe significance of It all as a part of 
history; and continued with a detailed 
hi«toi-y of tbe tort and its defenders.

Reed on Fort Sartwell closed 
the formal exercises, but the briefer 
speeches* by Mr. Lord of tbe Pilgrim 
society, Plymouth, of Judge Fcssenden 
and Mr, Herbert Parsons o( Greenfield, 
and others, with the witty introductions 
by Rev. Mr. Finch of Greenfield, were lull 
of entertainment and enthusiasm. 


We were obliged to take our train 


before the end of all this "feast of reason 
and flow of soul," but the many charms 
of this memorable day will dwell with us 
as long as memory lasts, and we only 
regret that all tbe members of our home 
society could not have enjoyed it. 


We are under deep obligation and grat- 


itude for having been included among the 
invited guests to such a rich feast for 
mind and body. We have as yet done 
almost nothing as a society, but if we can 
take these older associations for our 
guide and do tbe noble work that they are 
doing we shall be of some value in per- 
petuating all that is best of our past, as 
an Inspiration for the present and future-

ON HIS BERKSHIRE VISIT. 


A Rod In Pickle For That Man Thompson- 


Under the above headlines the Wor- 


cester Evening Gazette gives the follow- 
ing account of Mr. Pierce's recent investi- 
gations in this city and vicinity: 


J. D. Pierce, president of tbe State 


branch of the American Federation of 
Labor, returned to his Worcester home 
Ust night, after an absence of nearly a 
week, spent in work for the Federation, 
and particularly in relation to the resolu- 
tion adopted at the recent convention in 
reference to Murray Crane of Dalton. Mr. 
Pierce said-the executive committee met 
and exonerated Mr. Crane, because tbere 
was nothing else for them to do. "We 
were misled," said Mr. Pierce, "and I am 
satisfied after investigation. I so reported 
to the council aud advised them to with- 
draw the charges. I am thoroughly con- 
vinced Mr. Crane had nothing to do With 
the matter, and was not interested in any 
manner in the North Adams TRANSCRIPT. 


"In Dalton, Pittsfield and North Adams 


I mode thorough Inquiries and did not 
find a man, woman or child who had the 
slightest word of criticism or rault-to find 
with Mr. Crane. In fact, the people of all 
classes seemed to idolize him. He is a 
fine man to meet and I am glad to so 
report on every occasion. 


"In regard to Thompson, who intro- 


duced the resolution, yon can say we are 
not through with it yet. I do not know 
just what we can do, but we want to make 
it Impossible for Thompson or anybody 
else to mislead us again. One lesson of 
that kind is enough. We think too much 
of the good name of our association to let 
such things go by unrebuked." 


Mr. Fierce was very much In earnest all 


through the talk, and said he only hoped 
that the denial would get as wide circula- 
tion as the original resolution. 


FOUND DEAD. 


A Startling Discovery Made at 


Tunnel Friday Evening.

Williafo J. Newman of Hoosac Tunnel 


was missing Friday afternoon and a search 
for him was begun by a numcer of men. 
He was found by Michael Hogan on a hay 
mow at about 7 o'clock. He appeared to 
be dead, but, thinking he might still be 
alive, efforts were made by those present; 
to resuscitate him, but without avail. 
The man was undoubtedly dead when 
found although he had been so but a short 
time. 


Mr. Newman hod been drinking heavily 


for several days and must have gone to 
the hay mow to sleep. He was close to 
tue roof and the placa was extremely hot 
and stifling. Medical examiner O. J. 
Brown went to Hoosac Tunnel and 
viewed the body today. 
He pronounces 


death due to alcohol poisoning and heat 
prostration. 


Mr. Newman was in his forty-seventh 


year. He kept a store at Hoosic Tunnel 
and was a coiupetant and respected man 
until overcome by tbe drink habit, which, 
grew upon him rapidly after the loss- of 
some of his familj by death. He was kind 
to his family aud the greatest evil that 
resulted from his habit came to himself. 
It is a sad case and one that brings to his 
Burrowing household the sympathy of all 
who are acquainted with, the 
circum- 


stances. 


Mr. Newman is survived by a widow, 


two sous and one daughter, also by two 
brothers and three sisters. The funeral 
will occur Monday and the interment will 
be at Northampton.

ministrations of the nurses helped me to 
give up all responsibility, anxiety and 
worry at once. 


The bq/tjj of control is to be congratu- 


lated on securing the services of the 
superintendent, Miss Pike, and her as- 
sistant, Miss Daniels. I doubt if their 
superiors are to be found in much more 
pretentious hospitals. It is their ambi- 
tion to elevate its standard in many di- 
rections, but they are constantly checked 
by lack of funds. Every patient has their 
personal interest aud supervision, and is 
always cheered by their visits. They 
show marked executive ability and are 
not only qualified for any emergency in' 
cident to a hospital, bat they, are ladies 
who are well fitted to adorn any station 
in life. 


Those of our citizens who occasionally 


send up tbeir carriages to give them a 
drive are -doing a kindly act, for their 
work is very exhausting, and to get out 
into the "open" and breath air uncon- 
taminated by "iodoform" cannot but be 
delightful. I must also congratulate the 
institution on its fine corps of nurses. 
One need not remain there long to be 
impressed that their vacation is not an 
easy one, but one requiring great patience, 
deftness of touch, neatness, and perfect 
obedience to those in authority. 


I never ceased to marvel at the rapidity 


with which they responded to the tinkling 
of the numerous bells on our corridor, j 
always appearing with pleasant faces, 
notwithstanding their fatigue. 
I think 


every one in the hospital rendered me 
some kind service in addition to that of 
the regular day and night nurses, for 
which I shall hold them all in loving 
remembrance. 


Of the quantity and quality of food sup- 


plied to tbe patients too much cannot be 
said in praise. There is a good variety 
and it is all well cooked and appetizing. 
Delicate jellies, custards and nourishing 
drinks are served every day from the diet 
kitchen. 


The idea prevails in our vicinity that 


the wards are occupied by the poorest 
classes, who cannot be mode comfortable 
at home, and that the food and service is 
,nterior to that of the private rooms. To 
be able to refute that charge, if untrue, I 
spent three days and a night In the first 
ward. iTiie women's wards are high and 
well ventilated, and the view from the 
windows unsurpassed in any country I 
have visited. The bed* are as cleanly and 
comfortable and the food is the same as 
that in the most expensive room; and the 
nurses are as patient and painstaking and 
vigilant. 
If one is not too sympathetic 


and a good sleeper, a ward is not undeu - 
able. It la a good place to study human 
nature. 


There is no more beneficient work done 


in North Adams than by its hospital; and 
tue city may well be proud of it, also of 
the mothers and daughters who are put- 
ting M> much ot their haai I and strength 
into its management. Thankful for the 
kindly interest the public has ml ways man- 
ifested In this work, the managers are 
constantly hoping that by some means 
ways may be opened by which the ueodi 
of our growing city may be more amply 
provided for iu the distinctive work called 
for by the hospital. 


In closing may I not suggest to the 


many mothers in our city and its surround, 
ing villages who are "so tired," that they 
go to the hospital for rest and the change 
tbat proved so beneficial to me.

a small space in your paper tbat I may, 
for the benefit of its readers, but for 
more beneSt to myself, give a few facts iu 
regard to my getting hurt. 


Since I liad the misfortune, or gnorl 


fortune perhaps some think, two months 
ago to be caught in the shafting at tbe 
Berkshire Glass Band bed, while I was 
helping the engineer change heits, and 
which almost cost me my life, there have 
been all sorts of rumors afloat about it. To 
be sure, I was not instantly killed, and 
the chances were nob "10 to 1" but "10 to 
1" against me. My clothing was all torn 
off I'roni me and wound around the shafting 
sotigbt that it had to be cut ofT. Nothing 
was left on me except my frock, my shirt 
and my shoes and stockings. 
Had my 


clothing notgiven way Isdontrt have been 
instantly killed. 
My right arm and side 


were badly burned and the muscles in my 
arm were all torn away for a space of 
about three Inches. 
The burns have all 


healed nicely, but I could not use my arm 
at all until within the past week. 


I have been under the care* of Dr- 


TRayer of Adams and Dr. Rice of North 
Adams ever since getting hurt. I was 
told by them not to use my arm for two 
months and to carry it in a sling. I have 
tried to go by tbeir advice, and now to 
have certain persons (I know who they 
are)say such things as: "Its only a put up 
job, his carrying his arm in a slinj," and 
"Oh, he only got a little scratch." 


To men of such calibre I will say, I 


kindly thank you for all you have said 
about me, and ask you simply this: What 
was your your object in saying such things 
about me? I have never done anything 
to give you cause. Instead I have done 
favor after favor for you. Would you have 
been willing to exchange places with me 
the day I was hurt? 


I am a poor boy trying to get an honest 


living, and it is not very pleasant to have 
come ready to put one down when they 
are trying to make a start in the world. 


I saw by Wednesday night's paper that 


the agent stated that tbe inspector of such 
matters as looking over the shafting was 
there a few days previous and pronounced 
it safe. Perhaps be was there, but I have 
been at work there every day since it 
started until the day I was hurt, and I 
saw no one inspecting the shafting in the 
room where I was hurt. I have also put 
up two guards at other places where I wan 
afraid of getting caught while ailing the 
shaft. If tbe inspector pronounced it 
safe, as the agent states he did, why did 
they put a guard up by the place where I 
was caught a few days after I was hurt" 
Did they doubt the inspectors word and 
think it wasn't safe?

maturing the greatest crops of all kind) 
ever produced in the history of western 
agriculture.

This enormous surplus will almost imme- 
diately be exchanged for money. 


"Another splendid fact is merchants of 


the west as a class owe less money and 
are in a better condition generally tban 
they have been for a quarter of a century. 
Stocks of merchandise throughout the 
west ore smaller and cleaner than ever 
before. The real facts of the situation 
seem to be that the western states are in 
a favorable trade condition.

TARIFF FIGURES. 


The Springfield Republican in a long 


editorial Friday headed "Imports De- 
creasing, Exports Increasing," intended 
to show that the present tariff ie favorable 
to an increased export of American goods 
gives two tables of figures. One table 
shows the value of import* of various 
articles for the fiscal years of 1896, 1895, 
1892 in separate columns; the other table 
>n a similar manner gives the value of 
exports for the same year, and the two 
tables contain valuable and significant 
figures. 


But no footings were given iu the edi- 


torial of any of the column*. The footings 
would seem to be especially desirable. 
We nu J by footing the columns that the 
following showing is made. The imparts 
of 1896 exceeded /those of 1392 by some- 
thing over $33,000,000. 
The exports of 


1896 fell short of the exports of 1892 by 
nearly f80,000,«0. 


We presume that the purpose of the 


editorial was to show that as compared 
with 1895 there was a falling off of im- 
port* and an increase in exports in 1896. 
Figures would naturally show this per- 
haps for it has been a peculiarly hard 
year for Americans financially and they 
could not make heavy purchases of for- 
eign goods, and at the same time they 
were forced to send as many things 
abroad as possible even if without a rea- 
sonable margin of profit. The figures 
hardly seem to us a strong argument iu 
favor of the present tariff. 


THE BOYCOTT NOT POPULAR IN MASS- 


ACHUSETTS. 


Sometime ago we had occasion to say to 


a number of representative business men 
assembled in our office at the invitation 
of the printers who bad left this office 
that it was a source of pride for us to 
know that this community had proved 
that tli e boycott was not popular here. 
We did not believe it was in any part of 
this state. The following extracts from 
leading papers all over the state show 
pretty well how the boycott is regarded 
in Maasachusett*. 


In these extracts references are made 


chiefly to a political boycott. But the 
principle of tbe boycott is the same 
whether applied in politics or in business. 
It has been clearly shown how easily 
worthy labor orgaizations may be misled 
into humiliating mistakes in a political 
boycott; the chances of making similar 
mistakes are even greater in a business 
boycott. 


"The action of the state branch of tbe 


American Federation of Labor in with- 
drawing the charge brought against Mr. 
W. Murray Crane, that he was an enemy 
of organized labor, is altogether hand- 
some. The original charge against Mr. 
Crane appears to have been made on un- 
sufflcient information, and it is now with- 
drawn after a thorough investigation of 
all the facts in the case. The episode 
will not prove to have been entirely with- 
out its uses if it teaches all organizations 
to be reasonably sura of their facts before 
pronouncing condemnation upon any pub- 
lic man.—Boston Herald. 


"Assuming that Mr. Crane was a stock- 


holder in a newspaper witb which a local 
union bad had disagreement, the original 
resolution denounced him as an enemy of 
labor. There waa no pretence thai he had 
a controlling interest in the paper, and a 
few hours' investigation showed that he 
was not even a stockholder, but, on tbe 
contrary, never had the slightest connec" 
lion with the publication in any way. It 
was a controversy in whichthe Federation 
never should have allowed itself to be 
used —Boston Journal. 


"If the Massachusetts branch of the 


Federation of Labor had kept in mind 
Davy Crockett's motto, "Be sure you're 
right, then go ahead," they would not 
have assumed an attitude toward W. Mur- 
ray Crane at their Worcester meeting 
wbicb was entirely 
unjustfiable 
and 


uncalled for, and they would have been 
spared tbe mortification of committing a 
serious mistake.—Great Harrington Cour- 
ier."The action of tbe federation i* an out- 
rage and can hurt no one but the federa- 
tion ittelf. Every working man who 
knows Mr. Crane; every citizen wbo 
knows of the good be has done the labor- 
Ing men, can but decide that all boycotts 
declaied by an organization that included 
him in the list, are wrong, and that the 
organization is not fair in any of of Its ac- 
tions. And for this feeling, the Federa- 
tion of Labor has no one to blame but it- 
self." -Springfield Union. 


"There never was a more unjust charge 


made against a citizen of Massachusetts 
and the action is a disgrace to labor and a 
shame to its perpetrators. It is to be 
hoped that Col. Winslow had no hand in 
it, and we shall be happy to see him come 
out in print and deny that Mr. Crane is 
any each kind of a man as this charge 
implies. 
Col. Winslow knows Murray 


Crane."—Great Harrington Gazette. 


"There seems to be little doubt that the 


managers of Colonel Winslow's campaign 
were interested in the boycott resolution 
and it is a' question whether it will not be 
a boomerang that will persist in coming 
back to its throwe-s and do them more 
harm than tbe person it was aimed 
against."—Holyoke Democrat. 


"Tbe men who compose the rank and 


file of the labor unions do not vote the 
way a few ring-leaders dictate. They are 
very apt to turn around on their friends 
for that matter. The good reason for 
denying the charges against Mr. Crane is 
to show up tbe very small powder that 
the Winslow men are using, firing 'it by- 
way of the labor federation.—Tbe HoJ- 
yoke Transcript.

NO INCREASE IN PURCHASING POWER 


Free Silver Would Not Help Worklngmen 


by Enabling the Fanners to Bar More 
MMnfacvwed Goods. 
In reply to the question, "How would 


doubling the prices of everything he 
bays help the man who works for 
wages?" published in a New York pa- 
per, a number of letters were received 
irom advocates of free silver. The argu- 
ment iu nearly all the letters was the 
same—that if the prices of farm products 
were doubled by measuring values in 
cheap silver dollars, the farmers would 
be able to buy far more goods. This 
the writers claimed would canse a 
greatly increased demand for all kinds 
of manufactured articles and would 
thus give employment to more workers 
and by increasing the demand foi labor 
tend to advance wages. For this reason 
the workiiigwen of the north and east 
were urged to support free silver, even 
though it threatened to immediately 
double their living expenses without 
doubling their wages. 


The fallacy in the pretense that mak- 


ing prices higher through reducing the 
value of the dollar will increase the 
farmer's purchasing power, should not 
deceive a schoolboy. For it is evident 
that if the price of all kinds of farm 
products are doubled by measuring 
them in cheap silver, the prices of every 
kind of manufactured goods will fflao be 
doubled. Thus wheat is now worth 60 
cents a bushel, and the silver] tea promise 
that under free coinage its price will he 
|1.30 per bushel. Cotton is now 7 cents 
per pound. Measured in £0 cent dollars 
this would be 14 cents. So with all 
other farm products. 


But when the farmer went to town to 


buy goods, he would find that the pur- 
chasing power of his products had not 
increased one-hundredth of 1 per cent, 
for the price of calico which now sells 
at 8 cents per yard would then be 16 
cents. The price of sugar •which is now 
6 cents apoundwonld then be 12 cents. 
And everything else would bd equally 
doubled in price as compared with the 
silver standard. 
Under the present 


money system the farmer's crop ex- 
changes for a certain amount of goods. 
CTnder free silver it conld not possibly 
exchange for a larger quantity, and on 
account of the general uusettleineut Of 
business caused 
by overturning 
the 


country's financial policy it would 
probably bring a good deal less. 


The idea that calling two four and 


four eight will enable the farmers to 
buy lucre than they do now is worthy of 
free silver logic. That any one should 
be found to accept it seriously is evi- 
dence of the effect Of the cheap money 
delusion on the reasoning faculties. 


Blxtae* Apples to One Peach; 


A boy at Coyville, Kan., wbo evident- 


ly reads The Globe, writes a very pretty 
letter to the editor and asks the mean- 
ing of 16 to 1 as at present talked 
about. 


There was once a farmer who owned 


a big apple orchard. Across the road 
was a farmer who owned a little peach 
orchard. Apples were very easily raised 
In that country, but insects bothered 
the peaches, and as a result peaches 
were worth more than apples. Indeed, 
1 peach was worth S3 apples because 
of the increased expense and care neces- 
sary in raising them as compared with 
apples. 


This did not please the owner of the 


apple orchard, wbo asked that the gov- 
ernment declare that 10 apples should 
be worth 1 peach. He said that there 
was a time when 16 apples were worth 
1 peach, but as soon, as the people be- 
gan raising apples the price steadily de- 
clined, until now 83 apples were neces- 
sary to buy one peach. 


He contended that if the 16 to 1 law 


should be adopted there would be such 
an increased demand for apples that 
their value would increase and that im- 
mediately the actual parity between 
apples and peaches would be 16 to 1 in- 


Farin Laborers Would Be Greatly Injured. 


The census returns for 1890 show 


that there were in that year 8,004,015 
agricultural laborers in the United 
States. This immense number of per- 
sons are now paid their wages in cur- 
rency based on gold. Under a 16 to 1 
free coinage law they would be paid in 
dollars with only half the nnrrhasiug 
power of those they now receive. This 
would be equal to a reduction of 60 per 
cent in their wages. 


The landowners who hire these 3,000, - 


000 workers say that under free sil- 
ver wages would rise. It may be trne 
that there would be some advance iu 
the pay of farm laborers, though since 
that class of workers are unorganized it 
would be much harder to secure an in- 
crease than in the case of the working- 
men of the factory cities and towns who 
are members of powerful trades unions. 
One thing at least is certain—there is 
no possible way iu which the wages of 
agricultural laborers conld be doubled 
in order to compensate for the doubled 
cost of living under cheap money prices. 


Nor do the men who hire those S, 000, - 


000 workers want wages to be doubled. 
With ex-Governor Boies they say that 
wages are now too high. Does any sensi- 
ble farm laborer, who knows what a 
hard bargain his employers always 
make, screwing him dowu to the last 
cent for which he will work, believe 
that employers want to pay higher real 
wages than they do now? Doesn't every 
man who goes looking for a job at plow- 
ing, sowing, mowing, reaping, picking 
cotton or aiiy other kind of farm work 
know very well that the men who hire 
him want wages to be as low as possi- 
ble? Of course they do. And th 3 men 
who find that their employers are al- 
ways trying to keep wages low must 
be very innocent indeed if they can be 
fooled into believing that these same 
employers are booming the silver scheme 
because it will make wages high.

A Labor Leader's Grave Mistake. 


Henry George, the well known writer 


on taxation, announces that he will sup- 
port the silver candidate for president. 
Mr. George explains that he does not 
belief e hi free silver and does not think 
it will do anything that iM sjtrnxMtM 
claim for it, but he will Tote for the 
ticket "on the ground that it represents 
the Jeffersonian principle of "equal 
rights to all and special privileges to 
none." 


It is certainly VPIT hard to tee how 


any one can find Jeffersonian doctrine in 
a scheme to give special privileges to 
the producers of silver bullion. The free 
coinage advocates do not want equal 
rights for all. They demand the right 
to have the product of a small number 
of silver mines coined at a ratio nearly 
double that of its trne value. 


Jefferson believed that the ratio 


should depend on the bullion value of 
the two metals and that the question of 
the ratio was wholly a commercial one. 
Ho was a true bimetallism The men 
who are using his came to bolster up 
free coinage at 16 to 1 are silver mono- 
metallists. They want to drive gold out 
of circulation by forcing the people to 
use a cheap silver money. This is the 
very reverse of "equal lights and no spe- 
cial privileges." 


Mr. George is greatly mistaken in 


supposing that a party which starts out 
with the promise of most glaring favor- 
itism to one special interest' will ever' 
establish a system based on equal rights. 
To aid in granting favors tosilver mine 
owners is not the way in which Jeffer- 
sou's great principle can be made the 
foundation of our institutions.

BUGLE CALLS HARMONIZED. 


Aimy and Nat? Will Vw the Same Mel- 


odies Hereafter to Avoid Confusion. 
There are no occasions worthy of the 


slightest feeling in which music is not 
nsed. A practical yet interesting way of 
using rnelodtox is the issuing of orders in 
the army and navy. 


In all time previous to last week the or- 


ders of the army and navy in action were 
Unlike. In a case of the coast crow being 
called ashore the confusion arising from 
the navy not knowing the orders of the 
army can perhaps be imagined better than 
described, bnt a committee have been at 
work investigating and adjusting matters, 
so that the c\ nnt of like bugle directions 
for both army and navy have been estab- 
lished and Bauctioned by the signature of 
tha secretary of war 


In the infantry, cavalry and light artil' 


lery the first call, guard mounting, full 
dross, overcoats, drill, stable, water, boots 
and saddles, nssembly, adjutant's call, fire, 
to arms, to horse, reveille, retreat, tattoo, 
taps, mess, and sick, all these are the same. 
The call for church of the light artillery is 
quite a different melody and more sug- 
gestive of sacred music than the cavalry 
or infantry calls. Then the light infantry 
have a call to quarters which the others 
have nob . 


Of course the drill signals differ in the 


three divisions of tne army, as their duties 
are different. 
Attention and halt are the 


same. Any order of front, right, rise, 's 
begun low and ends high. In rear, left 
and lie down the chord becomes a cadency 
—that is, it ends low. 


"The Rogue's March" has something in 


the melody whieh sounds mocking and 
quite enough to discourage the poor fellow 
who by ionic act is drummed out of camp 
"Are yon not ashamed?" fits the first 
strain quite well 


The navy seems to be governed by the 


individual trumpeter, excepting the re- 
veille, morning colors, retreat, evening 
colors, tattoo, and extinguish lights, which 
are used by all ships of war, but all other 
orders, calls or signals are of each ship's 
u.vn devising For instance, a ship called 
Polly has for one of its calls''Polly, put 
the/kettle on." So that should part of a 
crew be transferred from one ship to an- 
other their orders would be as Greek to the 
visitors. 


The expression of piping is a call to listen 


for orders or to breakfast 
The boat- 


swain's whistle is used for this, and it may 
mean a change of smoking hour. It is to 
call attention for the order. The Bailors go 
to and retreat from qnarten by fife and 
drum. Fire, in action, Is signaled by bell 
or gong—that is, alarm of fire. Gong u 
also used for quick alarm at night. 


Long roll of drum and gong is the ennie 


as tattoo The stirring strains of assembly 
often give courage to a company almost 
dieorgnni7ed. 
The quickstep gives the 


weary feet strength when the body is un- 
able to do without it. But music has snch 
power with the human frame that we 
wonder why it is not considered of greater 
importance than it is, not only aesthetical- 
ly, but sciontlfli-allv.—Washington Post

A well known Russian who was recently 


asked by n foreigner why so much fuss was 
being made over the coronation of the czar 
replied by simply reminding his interlocu- 
tb* that Russia hod more than 10,000 miles 
of Asiatic frontier. This Is the briefest 
way of accounting for the vast scale of 
splendor and magnificence on which a 
coronation In Russia is still performed. It 
certainly paTt&kee more of the east than 
the west, and is perhaps calculated to im- 
press accordingly. 
In other European 


countries tho modern tendency Is rather to 
reduce the details of such ceremonies, 
while jnsttbe opposite tendency seeme still 
to prevail In Russia. A-glance at the rec- 
ords of past coronations in that country 
leads to the conclusion that the pomp and 
circumstances attending them have not 
diminished wifh the advance ot modern 
ideas, but rather increased. Not only do 
the rare coronation ceremonies of other 
countries pale before the religious inaugu- 
ration of a Russian czar, but there ore oth- 
er powerful monarchies at present in En- 
rope, like Germany, (or Instance, where 
the reigning sovereign has Haver yet under- 
gone a coronation and does not appear to 
require one. In Russia, however, It appears 
to be indispensable to the government and 
the nation. Their great love of display and 
purely eastern traditions may also be reck- 
oned among the causes, but the machinery 
of government is not supposed to get into 
proper working order until after a new 
csarhas been crowned, and it is only then, 
as a general rule, that the personal policy 
of the imperial autocrat becomes a known 
quantity, both to his own people and to 
the world at large.—London Times.
